WASHINGTON, May 7.—(?)— 
To assure a continuing flow of 
iron ore from the mines to war 
production centers, the Office of 
Defense Transportation today for- 
bade grain shipments over the 
Great Lakes except by special per- 
mission. 

The agency took control of some 
340 ships suited to ore carrying 
and a number of others used for 
carrying scrap, coal and grain. The 
order becomes effective May 15. 

Some exceptions to the grain 
decree may be made, for the ODT 
said that ships capable of carrying 
oil must not transport grain be-

At Bainbridge, 
Killmg Three 


BAINBRIDGE, Ga., May 7.— 
Three trdinmen were killed and 
several soldiers were bruised and 
shaken up early tonight when a 
boiler exploded on one of two 
locomotives pulling am Atlantic 
Coast Line train, derailing several 
coaches. 


The accident occurred about 
four miles west of Bainbridge 
along tracks paralleling the Do- 
than, Ala., highway. 

Dr. M. A. Fort, county health 
commissioner, said the boiler on 
the pilot engine exploded, killing 
the engineer, fireman and another 
trainman. : 

“Two soldiers,’ Dr. Fort said, 
“required hospitalization over- 
night. Several others were re- 
leased after having slight cuts 
cressed.” 

Names of the dead were not 
avallabie. 

J. T. Bell, Bainbridge police- 
plosion and resultant wreck came 
into the police station at 7:15 
o’clock. 

“Somebody phoned us and said 
one of the locomotives blew up,” 
he said. “I at once sent to the 
scene the two ambulances here, 
one belonging to the Player un- 
dertaking establishment, and the 
other owned by E. W. Cox Funeral 
Home. 

“News of the accident spread 
quickly and citizens jumped into 
their automobiles and headed out 
of town, to bring in injured. The

WASHINGTON, May 7.—/)— 
An unofficial and unconfirmed re- 
port that the Japanese required 
surrender of the small units of 
American - Filipino forces _ still 
fighting on various islands of the 
| archipelago as a condition for end- 
ing their attacks on the Manila 


Bay forts was announced today 
| by the War Department. 

In a communique worded care- 
| fully to make clear the complete- 
ly unofficial nature of the report, 
the department said a broadcast 
from a Japanese-controlled radio 
station in Manila said that Lieu- 
tenant General Jonathan M. Wain- 
wright had acceded reluctantly 
to this condition to avoid further 
sacrifice, and had issued appro~ 
priate orders to his field com- 
manders. 

It was recalled immediately 
here that when resistance of the 
American-Filipino troops on Ba- 
taan peninsula ceased April 8 
there was a similar unconfirmed 
report that the Japanese had de- 
manded the surrender of Corregi- 
dor and the other Manila Bay 
forts before they would cease their 
pounding of the collapsing de- 
fenders of the peninsula. 

Jap Reinforcements. 

If the Japanese high command 
in the Philippines did attempt to 
impose such a condition at that 
time, obviously it was not met, 
since the fortified islands con- 
tinued to hold out against the in- 
vaders for another month. 

In some of the last reports re- 
ceived by the department from 
Wainwright before. communica- 
tions with Corregidor were inter- 
rupted early in thé morning of 
May 6, the general said the Japa- 
nese were reported to be bringing 
up reinforcements at several points 
on the island of Mindanao in an 
aggressive attempt to wipe out re- 
Sistance on that large southern 
island. 

Small units of American and 
Philippine army troops, operating 
from the hills of interior Min- 
danao, have inflicted severe losses 
on the Japanese in sudden and 
spectacular raids against enemy 
supply concentratiogs and troop 
| positions on the coast. 

Similar forces have been re- 
ported still operating recently, 
‘even in the hills of northern Lu- 
zon, and there has been no ine 
dication that the enemy has suc- 
ceded in ending the resistance of 
troops in the central islands of 
Panay and Cebu, where compara- 
tively large Japanese forces were 
put ashore under the covering fire 
‘of naval vessels and aircraft sev- 
eral weeks ago. 

11,500 Believed Taken. 

A communique -earlier today 
| estimated that approximately 11,- 
500 men were surrendered to the 
| Japanese in the Manila Bay forts, 
| bringing to more than 50,000 the 
number of American + Filipino 
troops now presumed to be pris- 
'oners in the Philippines. 

The figure was only approxi-

at the bay entrance may have 
, been reduced by casualties in the 
last days of fighting.

‘Between the boys who are 
drafted and those who leave 
- gchool because they feel a natural 
impatience to get into the fray, 
students are quitting the classroom 
in great numbers, MacGregor, as- 
sistant dean of law at New York 
University, said. 

“The Army and Navy both have 
Programs to halt this and to make 
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better potential fighters out of the 
boys,” MacGregor said. 

He revealed he had just left a 
meeting of deans of ‘men from 
schools in all parts of the country 
at the University of Illinois and 
quoted Brigadier General J. H. 
Hildring and J. A. Barker, special 
assistant to the secretary of the 


Navy, as outlining programs for 


keeping youths in school and en- 
listing them at the same time. 

“Boys in any year sign up in 
the Army or Navy reserve and 
then direct their energies to keep- 
ing up their scholastic standing 
and emphasizing the courses that 
will make them fit officer mate- 
rial upon graduation.” 

MacGregor said enlistment 
within the colleges not only gave 
students an opportunity to finish 
their education but made it their 
duty to stay in school—an impor- 
tant psychological effect on lads 
who feel fighting more important 
than. learning nowadays.

Tells of Purchases. 

Allen pictured the silvery side

hung over Dr. Evans, Rivers and 
O. G. Glover, former state pur- 
chasing agent, the day before. He 
said Miller was responsible for 
the extensive use of sand asphalt 

in the state and had bought large 
uantities of it for the state at 
4.31 to $4.39 per ton. 

Miller and another highway 
commissioner, H. H. Watson, had, 
he said, attended a convention of 
road builders in Boston, where 
they were entertained by Her- 
bert Warren, of the Warren Road 
Company, who “sold” them on 
using sand asphalt as an excellent 
material cheaper than cement. 

Allen declared that, upon invi- 
tation of Miller, the Warrens had 
come to Georgia and set up one 
of their sand asphalt plants in 
Treutlen, home county of Jim 
Gillis, another member of the 
highway board. This plant was 
operated by E. Jack Smith, an 
associate of Evans, The first 
roads of sand asphalt built there- 
afte- were in the home counties 
of Gillis and Miller. 

Allen stated the defense would 
show the reason for the increase 
in obligations of the highway de- 
partment from about $9,000,000 in 
November, 1939, to approximately 
$27,000,000 in January,. 1941, was 
not due to any conspiracy, but to 
the fact the heavy freeze of that 
winter had damaged roads all 
over Georgia to the extent of $6,- 
000,000 and that both the state and 
national governments had under- 
taken large roadbuilding programs 
to relieve unemployment. 

Five roads, he said, were built 
of sand asphalt in Fulton county 
and are still in good condition.

point,” Bulkeley continued, “with 
one destroyer close by and three 
additional destroyers in the near 
vicinity.” Each of the little boats 
launched two torpedoes, and all 
four struck the cruiser, which was 
engulfed in heavy smoke and sank 
in 20 minutes. 

“One enemy destroyer chased 
Lieutenant Kelly’s boat to Cebu,” 
Bulkeley added, “where it was 
dive-bombed by four seaplanes at 
dawn. Lieutenant Kelly shot down 
one seaplane.” 

Most exciting of their experi- 
ences, Bulkeley recalled, was an 
attack on an armored boat, made 
under machinegun fire at 25 
yards: The Japanese boats were 
attempting to make a landing in 
the rear of General Wainwright’s 
forces when Bulkeley’s squadron 
came upon them. 

“We approached closely and not 
knowing who they were, we chal- 
lenged them. They opened fire at 
25 yards with machineguns. This 
was at 4 a. m. We sank one boat 
with about 50 Japanese in it and 
let them drown because they had 
opened fire first and had wounded 
one of our officers. 

“We took two prisoners — a 
Japanese captain and a private— 
after we had boarded one of their 
landing boats. The captain was on 
his knees with his hands in the 
air, crying ‘me surrender, me sur- 
render,’ ” 

Bulkeley revealed that “when 
our usefulness was at an end and 
our mission completed, we were 
flown out of the . Philippines to 
Australia on orders of General 
MacArthur. We were then flown 
from Australia to the United 
States.” 

He said he and his fellow offi- 
cers were leaving immediately for 
New York via Washington.

State "Pormeau 
Urged To Plant 
Sorghum Crops 


Governor Sees No Dan- 
ger If Serious Sugar 
Shortage Develops. 


The Governor sees no danger 
for Georgia if a really serious 
sugar shortage should develop. 

In fact, he argued yesterday, 
the far-sighted farmers of Geor- 
gia, and particularly north Geor- 
gia, shculd take advantage of the 
planting weather right now to put 
in a crop of sorghum. 


“Why,” said the Governor, “‘sor-, 


ghum is just as good as sugar 
cane. Now’s the time to get it into 
the ground and we’ll have vats 
full of sorghum syrup by fall that 
easily could be converted into just 
as good sugar as we’re buying in 
the store right now.” 

He cited the case of Henry Mc- 
Calla, a lawyer and farmer of 
Rockdale county — McCalla and 
his wife own 536 acres. 

“If,” said the Governor, “Henry 
McCalla would set out his farm in 
sorghum right now, he could 
grow enough sorghum’ by next 
fall to supply the whole city of 
Atlanta with sugar.” 

Sally Saver, the Constitution’s 
food expert, agreed yesterday 
with the Governor’s idea. 

“It takes about a cup and a half 
of sorghum sugar to equal the 
sweetness of cane sugar,” she said, 
“but it’s just as good.” 

The Governor was surrounded 
by some Georgia farmers when he 
was urging the sorghum planting. 
Besides McCalla, in the executive 
offices were John Dorsey, of Ma- 
rietta, and Grady Vandiviere, of 
Canton. 

“This sugar won't be a problem, 
if we try to take care of ourselves 
before trouble hits us,” said the 
Governor. 

An acre planted in sorghum, he 
said, would produce 300 gallons of 
sorghum syrup and 10 pounds of 
syrup would produce about séven 
pounds of sugar. . 

“It’s a bit too late for the ribbon 
stallts,” he advised, “but it’s just 
the time for plain sorghum seed.” 

“In the state of Georgia alone,” 
he said, “we could plant enough 
sorghum to take care of the whole 
south.”

WASHINGTON, May 7-—(P)— 
John Henry Lewin, a Justice De- 
partment attorney, told the senate 
patent committee today that the 
General Electric Company’s rec- 
ord in the development of tungs- 
ten carbide, used in high-speed 
cutting tools, was “a story of mo- 
nopoly and restraint.” 

He answered a widely published 
advertisemert by General Electric 
entitled “This Is the Story of 
Carboloy.” Carboloy is a trade- 
mark name for the tungsten car- 
bide manufactured by a G. E. 
subsidiary. 

The advertisement appeared in 
a number of newspapers following 
an earlier patent committee hear- 
ing on alleged monopolistic’ prac- 
tices in development of the ma- 
terial in this country. 

Lewin inserted a copy of the ad- 
vertisement in the record. Noting 
that one paragraph was headed 
“An inspiration story of Ameri- 
can industry,” he criticized what 
he called “statements of self-adu- 
lation” and declared: 

“The documents of General 
Electric and carboloy, to which I 
have alluded today, do reveal in 
my opinion an inspirational story.

Rights We Forego 

There are certain rights pertaining to citi- 
zenship in a free country, rights which are of 
paramount importance in normal times of 
peace. Every man, jin normal times, should 
enjoy all possible privileges, save only those 
which injure or imperil his neighbors. 

In times of war, however, the list of rights 
which, exercised in full, bring unwarranted 
danger to others, grows to great lengths. Thus, 


for the purpose of war, the individual tem--= 


porarily foregoes, for the duration, many rights 
to which he properly clings in times of peace. 
We abandon these things for the time being, so 
we may the better defend them and bring 
them back again. 

What is true of individuals is likewise true 
of states. There can be no demand for “states’ 
rights” in time of war, when those rights, if 
exacted, place the entire nation in danger of 
defeat and disaster. 

There is a highly debatable question as to 
whether one state has the right, even in times 
of peace, to enact laws which create economic 
barriers to free trade with other states of the 
union. There is a tremendous danger to the 
American economic and industrial system when 
one state is permitted to create tariff or license 
barriers (under any guise) at its borders against 
the free movement of goods, or of vehicles for 
transporting those goods, from another state. 

In time of war, though, to attempt to en- 
force such state enacted legal bars to the free 
flow of commerce and of war materials across 
any state lines is indefensible. If it is a right 
in time of peace, it is an inexcusable betrayal 
of the nation in time of war. 

Local state regulations concerning such 
things as the length of freight trains, the size 
of highway trucks, the amount of load on such 
trucks, license fees, etc., must be abrogated for 
the period of the war. In their place there must 
be a uniform, federal program of rules and 
regulations for safety and protection of ship- 
ments. Otherwise there must be absolutely no 
hindrance to the free flow of war materials 
and war products anywhere in the United 
States. 

Every state in the union which today en- 
forces such hindering laws should at once repeal 
them for the duration at least. If necessary 
through special call of the legislatures. If this 
is not done, the federal government will be 
forced to enter the situation and take drastic 
steps to end the confusing, delaying and costly 
mess of conflicting state enactments. 

If states will not voluntarily ease these 
restrictions, Joseph B. Eastman, director of 
defense transportation, states “the only alter- 
native seems to be to accomplish it through 
federal action under the war power.”

DESTROYING SUBMARINES WASHINGTON, May 7— |The Dies 


Back of Admiral Stark’s an- 
nouncement from London the other day, that the United States 
Navy is licking the submarine menace along our Atlantic coast, are 
a number of unpublicized sciéntific discoveries which lend them- 
selves to undersea craft detection. 

There is nothing difficult about destroying a submarine. The 
whole trouble is in locating them. Once they 
are caught on the surface or their approximate 
whereabouts is determined, they are the most 
vulnerable of all war vessels. They can be 
destroyed or put out of cimmission by direct 
gunfire or by depth charges, the most effective 
method of dealing with them. 

At the beginning of the war the British re- 
lied chiefly on the old methods of submarine 
detection, plus new scientific devices for locat- 
ing them under water by the vibrations given 
off by their electric motors. The subs, however, 
are equipped with the same devices, and they 
always cut off their motors when they suspect 
that an enemy warship is near by. 9 

Recently American technicians have made 
some remarkable new scientific discoveries 
which are supposed to spell the ultimate doom 
of the dreaded U-boats. Some of the discov- 
eries are new. Others are improvements on 

old methods. When they are fully employed on the surface and in 
wee 7 above submarine-infested waters, the problem will be 
soivea, / 


All of the new discoveries are matters of the closest military 
secrecy. Some of their characteristics can be revealed, however, 
without treading on forbidden ground. 


NO SAFETY AT NIGHT One of the new instruments, for 
: example, suitable for aircraft use, 
is capable of penetrating the thickest darkness and picking up the 
outlines of a submarine on the surface of the sea at night for a 
distance of miles. This means that the subs, which lurk beneath 
the waves throughout the day and only come to the surface at night 
to recharge their batteries, can find no safety under the best of 
en They are an easy prey to airplanes armed with depth 
charges. . 


Another instrument in the same category is able to project a 
submarine On-a screen before the pilot of a plane, regardless of 
fog or other bad weathr conditions. The pilot can scan a wide 
expanse of the sea simply by keeping his eyes on the screen, even 
though the weather below him is so thick he cannot see the ocean. 

This is a particularly valuable instrument for intercepting subs 
during mean weather. That is the time they usually do their worst 
damage. Surface vessels are unable to see them. 


MOST EFFECTIVE DEVICE But the most effective new 
discovery for combating the 
menace, is an instrument for locating their hidden bulk with or 
without motors running. They can lie on the bottom as they please, 
but our planes and ships equipped with the new devices will find 
them out once their presence in a general area is established. 


When the final story of the war is written, that part of it deal- 
ing with our efforts in meeting the submarine challenge will be a 
fascinating record. The fact that Admiral Stark saw fit to an- 
nounce what he did is evidence enough that the instruments have 
been tried and tested, that they will do all their inventors claim 


for them. 
HITLER’S ONLY CHANCE There will, undoubtedly, con- 
tinue to be submarine sinkings. 
It is Hitler’s one method of challenging British and American 
domination of the seas. Daring U-boat commanders will continue 
to make raids against our shipping and will be successful in some 
of their forays. But there should be nothing like the number of 
sinkings we have experienced in the past. , 


All of this is highly important to our war effort, because, with- 
out ample shipping facilities, the huge number of tanks and planes 
we are producing can never reach the battle front. Shipping to 
date has been our main bottleneck. The lag in ship building and 


losses on the high seas have forced us into an unhappy situation of 


producing more goods than we could deliver. We need to defeat 
the submarine menace to insure the free movement of our materials.

What made me think of the play and that scene in which pore 
little old earth was brought to De Lawd’s attention, was a book 
by Major Alexander de Seversky, “Victory Through Air Power.” 


LITTLE OLE EARTH Major de Seversky has even more 
contempt for little old earth than did 


Gabe when he called it to the attention of De Lawd. 

Major de Seversky says the Atlantic will be wiped out as @ 
military obstacle in two years, the Pacific in three years, and that 
within five years planes will be flying around the equator, 25,000 
miles. 

And to show just how fast we have adopted air travel, such a 
statement does not even seem fantastic. We know it to be true, 
I recall a half dozen years ago, flying with Eddie Rickenbacker, 
and discussing the Douglas plane which revolutionized air travel 

“They already are obsolete,” he said. “They are the best we 
have, but plans on the drawingboards make them obsolete.” 

We know today a plane is built which can span our own cone 
tinent in eight hours. We no longer lift surprised eyebrows when 
we hear of a plane leaving Canada and setting down in England 
12 and 14 hours later. 

The plain truth is, the earth has shrunk. Talk to_any of the 
men who have traveled by plane in Europe. One gets in a plane 
and the continents become local stops. There is no such thing as 
space. There is distance and airplanes swiftly are making that 
almost meaningless. 


THE GOAL AHEAD Major de Seversky, himself a distine 


guished designer and producer of aire 
planes, is most impatient with us. He sees the goal So clearly that 
1955 is a reality of today. 

He points out that the failure of the German air force in the 
Battle of Britain was due primarily to the fact that it had bombers 
with relatively short range and little fire power, although they did 
carry heavy loads and possessed great speed. 

The fighter planes -protecting the bombers also had low fire 
. power and short range. 

The English, by putting up a Spitfire which had eight times 
the fire power of the Germans, were able to fight them off with 
fewer planes. 

The German air force was one designed, so Seversky argues with 
convincing proof, to co-operate with a ground army, as it did so 
successfully in the defeat of the French army. They could, and did, 
smash up airdromes and attack ground objectives. 

They simply did not anticipate the easy defeat of France. 

But, even so, they came closer to winning the Battle of Britain 
by the bombing of London than we had realized. 

No one yet has analyzed the whole thing so clearly as Major 


Seversky.

He Wins If He Has One More 


Shot When the Others Last 
Shot Is Fired 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


On one occasion in the “chivalrous” past, French and British 
armies faced one another within musket range while their come 
manding officers enjoyed a contest in good manners, each insisting 
that the other take the first shot. This point being settled, one army 
fired; over 800 of the other fell dead, and the battle was over. 

That imbecility was unusual, but nearly all battles in the old 
days were brief. The timing was done by necessity. 

When armies met like football teams and hacked at one another 
with sword and axe and spear, even the victors were soon exhausted 
by such desperate labors and the killing ended because men were 
too tired to strike. 

As the years passed, new weapons enabled men to fight at 
longer range, but fighting remained hard work. At first Bull Run, 
the green troops of the north broke and ran, but the green troops 
of the south were too tired to pursue them. 

Exhaustion of some kind continued to limit the hours of battle, 
and a few battles usually ended a war. One belligerent had to sue 
for peace because he had exhausted his reserves of cannon fodder 
or his supply of munitions or his cash and credit. 

The first World War taught us what to expect from this one, 
for it developed the pattern of “total war.” 

War was no longer a game for gentlemen, nor a far-off contest 
waged by professional fighters while ordinary citizens remained 
aloof and safe at home. The airplane brought the battlefront to 
every man’s front yard. And every man and woman was a bele- 
ligerent, for all contributed in some way to the war effort. 

The end, as usual, was determined by exhaustion. Our enemy 
exhausted his reserves of men and food and strength and morale. 
He was bankrupt of all these before we had mobilized our strength. 

Now we are in a greater war, to determine whether we shall 
survive as free men or as slaves. Again the issue will be detere- 
mined by exhaustion, for each nation mobilizes all that it has and 
makes itself a giant machine. 

We shall win only by outlasting the enemy. Our job is to work 
and fight with singleness of purpose, and see to it that we have 
reserves of weapons and food and morale when at last our enemies 
are exhausted.

Hitler Capitalizes on Weakness 


Washington is wracking its brain 
to understand what is happening 
in both Italy and Germany and is 
warning about faked internal dis- 
turbances and the beginning of a 
peace offensive. 

That Italy and Germany want 
peace is certain. They will never 
be able to make peace under bet- 


ster conditions than an acknowl- 
edgment of the now existing status | 
would be. If the offer the Free.

agency 
would amount to a tremendous 
victory for the Fascist alliance. 
It would leave Germany the con- 
trol of the whole of Europe, a free 


hand in Russia and a vast empire 


overseas. 

Such a peace is, of course, in- 
supportable, and of course it 
would only be a breathing space 
during which Germany could pre- 
pare to strike again in two or three 
years for the conquest of the 
world. And, of course, it would 
have huge consequences inside all 
nations; for the existence in the 
center of the world of a Fascist 
block embracing half a billion 
people, without the European colo- 
nies, would give an upper hand 
to all the Fascists in Britain and 
the Americas. 

A Unique Offensive. 

Even the so-called advantages 
offered,.for instance arrangements 
for trade between the three “em- 
pires,” would open the world to 
Fascist penetration. For—as Doug- 
las Miller trenchantly points out— 
you can’t trade in any ordinary 
way with the Nazi-Fascist set-up, 
but would have to organize along 
their lines, 

Now this peace offensive is 
unique in that it is accompanied 
by a demonstration, not of strength 
but of weakness. 

The defeat of Germany in the 
last winter campaign on the west- 
ern front is not final, but it is very 
real. On some important points, 
for instance between Vitebsk and 
Bryansk, the German armies are 
now standing where they stood at 
the end of July, 1941. And up to 
now they have not regained the 
initiative. ‘ 

Furthermore, the air superiority 
of the British appears obvious and 
every forecast for the development 
of air power is on our side. So 
the German offer that we ac- 
knowledge her victory comes in 
an awkward moment for Ger- 
many. 

But has Germany any political 
weapons, any plan for a political 
offensive, which she is likely to 
make? , 

I think yes, and I think we 
shall -go through it this summer. 

It is to be discerned from what 
Germany is telling her own peo- 
ple and allowing the world to 
hear. 

Expects To Find Aid. 

For Germany is in the odd sit- 
uation of being able—she thinks— 
to make a threat out of her weak- 
ness. And in the Hearsts and Mc- 
Cormicks and Pattersons of this 
country, she expects to find aids. 
This threat is to tell the world: 
Imagine what will happen if we 
are beaten! Germany threatens 
with surrender to the Russians 
alone; threatens to open the gates 
to “the Bolshevik hordes,” in the 
hope that the world will then rush 
to Hitler’s rescue with peace, and 
even accept his terms. 

Now this is the oldest of all the 
German games. I say “German” 
rather than Nazi, because the Ger- 


‘man Republic played this game, 
too. Whenever any demand was 
made by Germany, it was backed 
‘by the threat: “If we are not help- 
‘ed, Germany will go Communist.” 
This reached its climax when Hit- 


ler brought down the German Re- 
public itself with the same slogan: 
“Either me or Communism.” It 
gained further’ successes in the 
first years of appeasement. That 


was what Ribbentrop told Cham- 


berlain, in order to get the con- 
cessions that led to Munich. 
“Either me or Communism” is, 
therefore, nothing new. But the 
weakness of Germany at this mo- 
ment, gives a new opportunity to 
play the old game. 

There are several answers to 
this. The first is that Great Brit- 
ain and America are in a position 
to have an agreement with Russia,

and that on the record we can 
‘trust such an agreement. For so 
far Russia has kept her interna- 
tional obligations on every single 
count, whereas the Nazis have 
never kept one. 

Logical and Insane. 

Second, by giving in to such a 
blackmail, we would only lose the 
chance of ever having a well-or- 
ganized Europe, in our sense of the 
word—a Europe with legitimate 
institutions and law and order. 
Whatever remained of such insti- 
tutions in Germany was destroyed 
at one blow by Hitler last Sunday. 

And third, this is no way by 
which Hitler could save himself 
or his regime. Such a decision 
would result in a complete over- 
turn in Germany and all over 
Europe and it would take the Brit- 
ish and American armies plus the 
Russian to maintain any sem- 
blance of order, 

So the whole concept is another 
of those Hitlerian ideas, perfectly 
logical and perfectly insane, be- 
cause without any principles, and 
without any view on the moral 
and social structure of Germany 
and the whole of Europe. 

We, however, ought to exploit 
it for our side by exposing it. 
The real danger in this is not that 
governments will be deceived. It is 
the danger of its being used for 
the sort of secret negotiations be- 
tween private groups that have 
gone on since the beginning of 
this war. Its political danger is a 
propaganda danger, not a diplo- 
matic one. 

Never be afraid of the weakness 
of your enemies; nor of. their 
threats of suicide. Let us only see 
to our own strength and prepare 
for the establishment of an orderly 
world. And tell the German people 
about it.

Good F ishing Georgia’s largest lake, subjected 
year-around to the most intensive fishing — illegal and 
otherwise—of any lake in the state, this year is yielding 
some of its finest catches. 

Within the last three weeks more than 1,000 bass have 
been taken on fly and casting rod, The basket yield has 
been stupendous. Two baskets alone last week produced 
207 pounds of cats. 

Jackson Lake isn’t fished the calendar around for 
only one reason. Heavy rains muddy the waters, dis- 
courage the fish and there is little striking . .. now 
and then. 

But at such times as these when the water is almost 
crystal-clear, an unusual condition for Jackson, the fishing 
is wonderful. 

An old act of the legislature prevents any state political 
wildlife busybodies from interfering with the seasons. 
Jackson’s open on a 12-month basis every year.

What 
happens at Jackson simply is that the large fish are pretty 
well caught and the younger fish are given a chance for 
survival. 

If a year-around open season meant anything 
there’d be a scarcity of fish some year. But it hasn’t 
happened. On the other hand, as mentioned, some 
of the finest catches are being made now. 

Carl Flock has been running an inn, featuring fish din- 
ners and recreation, for many years. Carl would be one 
of the first to howl for a closed season if it appeared that 
the fish supply were diminishing. But Car] believes the 
fish population is increasing. 

No lake has been given a more rigid test. It has 
been basket fished, seined and trapped for lo these 
many years. And yet the yield on hook and line is 
highly satisfactory. 

We disapprove baskets, seines and traps. The point is 
that any large lakes fished normally—with hook and line 
only—will not be depleted of the stock, regardless of 
whether there’s ever a closed season. Provided, of course,

Wilson explained he did not 
mean any unfair advantage had 
been taken and he meant no re- 
flection on the board; Chairman 
Davis accepted the explanation 
and the session ended amid ap- 
plause from board members.

As he pulled the slide from the 
holder, Sorgi recounted, he heard 
screams from the crowd and 
quickly fastened his gaze on the 
woman. He saw, her slide forward, 
and an instant later she was 
plunging toward the sidewalk. 

Stationed across the street from 
the hotel, Sorgi snapped the pic- 
ture with the lens wide open and 


the camera set for 1,000-of-a-sece | 


ond. The speed with which the 
picture was taken, he explained, 
prevented more than one image. , 

“I was lucky no cars or pedes- 
trians were in front of me when 
I snapped it,” he said. 

Sorgi, who began as an office 
boy with the Courier-Express 16 
years ago, is married and has a 
four-year-old son. He took up 
photography in his spare time, and 
became a full-fledged cameraman 
nine years ago.

extent for the American-British- 
Dutch losses in the great battle 
of the Java sea in late February 
when the Allies lost 13 warships 
and the Japanese had seven sunk 
or damaged. 

The exact nature of the battle in 
the Solomons was not shown by 
the Navy’s communique, which 
was restricted to a relation of re- 
sults obtained. A fuller account, 
officers said. must await later re- 
ports from the Pacific. 


But on the basis of what the 
communique indicated, naval ex- 
perts said that the Solomons ac- 
tion appeared to have been a 
large-scale sea battle between 
strictly American and. Japanese 
forces and since results were so 
clearly known to the Americans 
it may have occurred in daylight. 
The use of the term “naval en- 
gagement,” it was said, definitely 
meant that American surface ships 
as well as aircraft had partici- 
pated. 

Strategically Important. 

The battle was regarded as hav- 
ing high strategic importance be- 
cause of its relation to the vital 
necessity of keeping open the 
supply line to Australia. A Japa- 
nese attack on some of the Allied 
bastions protecting the line had 
been expected for several days. 


Only last week there were re- 
ports that an enemy force of con- 
siderable size was gathering in the 
mandated islands area especially 
the Marshall Islands, which lie 
several hundred miles northeast cf 
the Solomons. Whether the force 
engaged May 4 was part of that 
fleet or a screening squadron was 
not clear. 

From its position in the Solo- 
mons, however, experts here said 
that it appeared to be thrusting 
out for island stepping-stones to 
New Caledonia, where United 
States troops recently joined the 
defending Free French force, or 
to the New Hebrides, farther to 
the east. 

There was speculation that the 
American ships involved were or- 
ganized as a task force of the kind 
that on three known occasions had 
struck at the enemy in the Pa- 
cific. First of these occasions was 
the raid on the Marshall and Gil- 
bert Islands when 16 ships and 41 
planes were destroyed in a sur- 
prise raid.

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lands and carrier-based planes 
blasted shore installations. 


On the third occasion officially 
reported a task force operating

Third Bombing 
Attack Is Made 
Upon Stuttgart 


Third Eagle Squadron 
Disappointed at Lack. 
of Opposition. 


LONDON, May 7.—(4)—The 
southern German manufacturing 
city of Stuttgart was bombed by 
the RAF last night for the third 
successive night in a continuing 


offensive against the important 
aviation and electrical industries 
centered there. 

Docks and airports in German- 
occupied territory also were at- 
tacked during the night, and by 
daylight this afternoon squadrons 
of fighters escorted American- 
made Douglas bombers to the Bel- 
gian coastal cities of Ostend and 
Zeebrugge. Docks were bombed 
at Ostend, and an industrial pow- 
er plant was set afire at Zee- 
brugge. 

The third ‘American Eagle 
squadron which recently had been 
posted at Britain’s leading fighter 
station participated in its first 
operational flight on the Ostend 
raid, but the pilots expressed dis- 
appointment at the lack of oppo- 
sition. 

The British lost seven planes in 
the night attacks but none by day. 
The exact damage done at Stutt- 
gart was not ascertained immed- 
iately, but was believed to have 
been heavy. 

An air ministry summary show- 
ed tonight that the RAF fighter 
command carried out three times 
as many major daylight raids over 
enemy territory in April as during 
the entire first three months of 
the year. 

British fighters and antiaircraft 
fire accounted for 107 enemy air- 
craft on the western front during 
April, the air ministry said. The 
German radio was heard to an- 
nounce also that 107 German 
planes were lost in fights against 
the British in April, but the Ger- 
man figure covered the Mediter- 
ranean area as well as Europe. 

British fighter plane _ losses 
totalled 99, the air ministry said, 
with the pilots of six of the craft 
landing safe in Britain.

WASHINGTON, Wednesday,.—Due to the fact that the Presi- 


dent of Peru’s plane was delayed

the country for their education. 


Young people who have received NYA assistance in college have 
nearly always stood among the first ten of their class. All over the 
country, the vast majority of college presidents are distressed at 
having this opportunity for education and usefulness taken away 


from young people just because 


they cannot pay for it.. It is a | 


shortsighted move and a present economy which will cost us dear 


in the future. 


It is true that administration leaders and members of congress 
cannot do things which their constituents do not wish done. I can- 
not believe, however, that the majority of the people in this country 
really want this comparatively small expenditure, which meant so 
much to so many young people, cut out at the present time.

How To Cook Meat 


If you’re serious about good nutrition fitting your food budget, 
spend some time finding out about the thriftier cuts of meat. The 
thriftier cuts, while being lower in cost because they are less in 
demand, are just ‘as rich in vitamins and minerals and, when prop- 
erly cooked, they’re every bit as appetizing as the better-known steaks 
and chops. 

Since the thriftier cuts of meat usually need longer cooking, it’s 
wise for the housewife to know the principles of meat cookery, which 
are as simple as the celebrated Simon. Choose the method that suits 
the cut you buy—your meat man will tell you if you ask him—then 
use these guides for cooking. Almost all inexpensive cuts are cooked 
by pot roasting or braising. 

How to Roast Meat: 

1. Wipe meat with clean, damp cloth. Do not wash or allow to 
lie in water. 

2. Season meat with salt and pepper. 

3. Place roast fat side up in open roasting pan. Do not add wale 
Do not cover. Do not baste. 

4. Roast in slow oven, 300 degrees F., for smoked pork, beef, lamb 
and veal; 350 degrees F, for fresh pork. 

(If you have a meat thermometer, insert in center of thickest 


muscles without touching bone.)

Elimination ‘of 
Local Barriers: 


Federal Intervention 
Threats, Thinly Veiled, 
Heard at Session. 


WASHINGTON, May 7.—(#)— 
Under thinly veiled threats of fed- 
eral intervention, representatives 
of the state governments closed 
a three-day meeting here today 
with informal promises to remove 
voluntarily any local legal barriers | 
to the war effort. 

In the three days of speeches, 
they had been told that highway 
regulations that interfere with the 
loading and movement of war ma- 
terials trucks, sanitary ordinances 
that waste scarce materials, dairy 
regulations that hamper milk pur- 
chases for the Army, and similar 
hindrances must be eliminated. 

Not a single resolution was 
adopted. While most of the fed- 
eral speakers soft-pedalled inter- 
vention talk, Lieutenant General 
Somervell, head of all the Army 
Services of Supply, put it into 
these words: 

“If we're going to beat Hitler 
we have to do it now and if in the 
process of beating him a few state 
regulations and a few local ordi- 
nances have to be stretched-—why, 
I say, stretch hell out of them.” 

Georgia was all for having the 
federal government save the time 
and trouble and its delegation read 
a statement which it said was ap- 
proved by Governor Talmadge, 
saying “the United States govern- 
ment should use its constitutional 
authority to win the war.” 

Other states were silent on this 
proposal. Governor Julius P. Heil, 
of Wisconsin, criticized the 42 ab- 
sent governors—those who _ sent 
representatives instead of coming 
personally—and proposed that an- 
other conference be held with all 
the governors attending. 


Benes Foresees 
‘March to Berlin’ 


LONDON, May 7.—(£)—Eduard | 
Benes, former president of | 
Czechoslovakia, declared in a 
speech tonight that “this time it 
will be necessary for the Allied 
troops to march to Berlin,” and 
urged the United Nations to pre- 
pare their armistice conditions 
now. 

The end of the war, he said, 
will be “speedy and perhaps 
sudden.” 

Benes said Germany must be) 
restricted to the borders which 
she held before the anschluss with 
Austria, “and the Germany of to- | 
day and tomorrow must be con-| 
vinced that force does not pays’ | 
He added: 

“If we do not succeed in caus- 
ing Germany to pass through an | 
internal revolution which will | 
purify the German people from | 
all the filth and evil into which | 
Germany has been dragged by | 
the Nazis, then we shall have a'| 
third world wear in another 20; 
years or so.” |

New Records 


Payments at Annual Rate 
of 106 Billions in 
Steady Climb. 


WASHINGTON, May 7.—(?)— 
The steady growth of national in- 
come in the United States contin- 
ued to new records in March. 

Allowing for seasonal factors, 
the Commerce Department said 
that national income in March was 
at an annual rate of $106,000,000,- 
000. 

“This is the highest ever record- 
ed,” the department said today, 
“and compares with annual totals 
of $92,090,000,000 for 1941 and 
$82,587,000,000 for 1929.” 

While national income has 
climbed month after month as the 
war program has developed, the 
department said that the March 
increase was particularly notice- 
able in payments of salaries and 
wages—mostly in war industries. 

March payments totaled $8,654,- 
000,000, which was 21 per cent 
more than in the similar month 
last year. 
quarter of 1942 rose to $25,065,- 
000,000, which was nearly 25 per 
cent more than in the similar pe- 
riod of last year. Of the first quar- 
ter income, $17,253,000,000 was in 
the form of salaries and wages, 
compared with $13,857,000,000 in 
this classification a year ago.
